I read with interest your remarks on Sagan' s COSMOS series. I enjoyed the 
series tremendously (I made a point to watch all 13 weeks of it'.). As a whole 
it was one of the best I've seen - well worth the time I invested watching it. 

But from my standpoint there was indeed one major flaw. Sagan* s whole theme 
was "Man evolved from the sea - this is how it was done - there are no other 
alternatives. This is how it happened". 

You backhand religions because they will not even listen to an alternative 
other than God, yet you praise Sagan because he will not admit to any other 
■possibility than evolution. 

6bviously, you are fed up with the hard core religious groups. I don't know 
what your surroundings are there on Oklahoma, but here I get a steady diet of 
"evolution". Just about every day on television, in books, in newspapers, etc, 
I read or hear references about Man's primitive past, how he evolved from apes, 
how his birthplace was the sea, and on and on. So I saw nothing heroic about 
Sagan telling me what others have been telling me from day in and day out. 

Evolution is not a proven fact by any stretch of the imagination. The "missing 
link" has never been found and I personally don't believe ever will be. One 
could argue that the existence of a Supreme Being is not a proven fact either, 
and I would have to agree with that. So anyone who stands up and says "God 
created Man" or says "Man evolved from the sea" is not speaking from authority, 
he is stating personal opinion. He is not "laying it on the line" as you called 
it. 

I will submit to you, however, that there is more evidence supporting a life 
after death and a Supreme Being than there is to support any theory of evolution. 
The late Dr. Werner von Braun put it in the best perspective: "The size of the 
human brain has not changed appreciably even after millions of years. And the 
experts tell me that we use only about 30% of our brain capacity. This seems 
to me to go against the laws of evolution. Evolution is supposed to start with 
a simple organism and increase in complexity as the need arises, not start out 
complex and work down". 

Also, there have been many documented cases of people dying but later (sometimes 
many hours) being revived.

I 
thought that Sagan paid far too much time always talking about the infinite diversity 
possible on the many worlds, how unique Man is, etc. I disagree with the idea, so 
perhaps that has an effect. 

If the thought of evolution bothers you, you must have a hard time. The 
only way to avoid the concept of change in the universe is if yon figure it has 
always been this way. Either men were arovnd with the dinosaurs, or else God just 
created the earth later with bones preset in the ground to fool poor Man. Change 
and adaption are too obvious to deny; that's why one hears of the evolution of things. 
The only way to avoid it is to retreat into blind stupidity and say that "the 
Koran says it was thus; so thus it is, reality notwithstanding". That's not to say 
that people don't in fact do just that, with slight variations in wording; there are 
a lot of them inOklahoma, for instance. It's just that I have a hard time believing 
that any except vegetable-brained old women are like that. 

People reject the supernatural because the only evidence of it is stories 
and tales. There is no indication of it to them. When men were very ignorant, they 
feared all the unknown, and the Unknown was one hell of a lot. They attributed all 
things to gods/demons/trolls/elves/whatever. There were gods of the trees, the streams, 
the clouds; gods of fertility, war, harvest; you couldn't take a good shit without 
getting into the domain of some god or witch or spirit. Everything that happened was 
due to the gods, or this god having the hots for the wife of that god: thunder, the 
constellations, the mountains, the seas; there was a supernatural explanation for 
everything. Nowadays, men no longer require a god to explain why there is thunder 
and lightening, or salt in the sea. Nowadays, all that is left to the domain of the 
supernatural is the outer limit of things: where did the universe begin, and what 
will happen after death? I am not at all impressed by the Sunday supplement stuff in 
the papers that tells the stories of what is remembered by people who apparently 
died on the operating table (or wherever) and later came back miraculously. If you 
ask 100 unconcious people later what they remember of being unconcious, I wouldn't 
be at all surprised to find their stories similar. To me though, there is nothing 
either scientific, or supernaturally revealing, in the stories of the near-dead who 
managed to recover. The only man I think may ever have come back from the dead took 
three days to do it, and doesn't run the story in the Sunday paper. A lot of good, 
honorable dipzine publishers wouldn't even agree with me on that — Linsey, Berch, 
Perlmutter, Gould, Lipton, to name just a few — but the return-from-death stories do 
not at all impress me, other than perhaps as cheap journalism. 

Another item we see differently concerns your remarks about proofs or evidence. 
It seemed to me that he spent whole episodes laying out in childish detail the 
sequence of logic used: what is now, what's happening that we can observe, what it 
took to get here from there; then tracing back. Even then, he offered different 
beginnings: a cyclic universe, or a one-shot; I seem to recall the better part of 
an entire episode devoted (wasted, I thought) on what various peoples have believed 
was the source and/or future of the universe. I guess if you're among those who 
figure the universe was created as is, where is, 5000 years ago, Sagan would be 
presenting annoying ideas. On the other hand, if you figure God was bored and created 
the universe 50 centuries ago for some change of pace, then why worry about what 
others presume to figure what happened billions of years ago? 

Oh, the von Braun quote, assuming it is accur»ate T is incorrect on its 
face. The brain HAS changed over the millions of years. It's just that Man as we 
recognize him today has only left evidence of being around for about 1 million 
years. Few species of even the evolutionary evolutionist do much in just one million 
years, and there is no evidence of men much before that. Again though, the 5900 year 
alternative makes the point moot anyway. If you take the skeletons of near-humans 
that existed earlier, the brains had to be different in the smaller heads, but ehen 
you've put yourself into the evolution sequence already. That is probably why so many 
who look for an objective answer instead of just a cozy fable to explain the whys 
of the world around them accept evolution as a matter of course — as did Sagan in 
large part, if people still accepted devine intervention as the quick and easy 
explanation of all things, there wouldn't be anyone asking'why 'to begin with. As you 
point out,, before the Rennaisance there was acceptance. The acceptance gave way to 
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doubt, and the vested interests slapped such impudient questioning of the accepted 
ways and pat responses hard. Hell, even the devine right of kings was still around 
up until a few centuries ago. Such questioning, as the Inquisitionists and later 
even the kings found out, has' some nasty consequences. However, unless you can get 
people to stop thingking, devine intervention is not going to be very popular. Barnum 
spelled it out for them: some of the people all of the time, or all of the people 
some of the time will buy it, but that's about it.

To limit it to some datelines means you might as well say that only 
frivolous datelines, aside from real owned ones, can be used. No, if someone has 
a real message, a little thought will have it shine through. To use restrictions

Guest Review 

SOME "GREAT" MILWAUKEE BEERS 

by Konrad Baumeister, natch. 

I happen to live in the brewing capital of the western hemisphere: Milwaukee. 
Whenever you pick up a major American beer, the chances are fairly good that that 
beer was brewed and bottled just miles from my house; the smaller sub-breweries and 
local breweries put out relativley little, compared to th' huge Milwaukee works in 
3eer City, U.S.A. 

By virtue of my strategic proximity to the greatest brewing city in half the 
world, coupled with my German upbringing (my first birthday present was a beer mug, 
which I still have, and my dad was always a firm believer that the drinking age 
of 18 here is a crime against the citizens for various reasons), I happen to know 
a bit about alcohol, and especially beer (and brandy, but less about wine). About 
a year ago, I wrote an article on some lesser-known east-coast brews for Fred Hyatt's 
THE HOME OFFICE, reprinted last month in POLITICIAN -*14 ( which was widely praised. I 
I promised a follow-up article, but I'm lazy. It appears here at last. I could have 
covered another batch of east-coasters, but figured I'd work on the Milwaukee beers 
for a while first. 

In general, beer which is brewed in the Beer City tastes better to me than 
Milwaukee-based beers brewed anywhere else, like from a plant in Texas (where sever?-! 
major Milwaukee beers have regional breweries). That is because in Milwaukee it is 
most closely supervised, and so on. Despite this, I wouldn't say that the great and 
best-known beers, all of which have HQ here, are the best in America. Local beers, 
such as Horlacher Perfection Beer of Pennsylvania, and Point 3eer of Steven's Point 
(Wisconsin) are a good deal better. But, considering their volume, one can't detract, 
from the big ones. In terms of barrels per day, the totals are staggering, keep up 
the quality for that much, you have to be good. 

Some quick reviews of the first few that come to mind: 

Pabst Blue Ribbon is America's Number One beer. It's not half bad, actually, 
but nothing really spectacular either. Meant for quantity intake — nobody that reall- 
enjoys a good beer drinks this stuff for its taste. Weak enough for you to drink 
two six-packs and only get a slight buzz, if any. Eminently drinkable cold. 

Pabst Special Dark is one I've only tried a few times, but was not unimpressed 
with. Smooth, malty taste; every time I drink it, it somehow reminds me of Oktoberfest 
Peer, though the two are really not that comparable. (Oktoberfest is brewed by the 
Hofbrauhaus in Munich). 

Pabst Extra Light, also put out by Pabst Preweries, is tasteless toilet water. 
Pass it up. I know the Pabst family very well (all of Augie's kids went to my school, 
and one graduated with me; Augie Pabst is a great guv, too) and can not understand 
what prompts them, besides money, to put out this trash. 

Andecker, also by Pabst, is a great, light beer. Slightly bitter, vet with 
just the right touch of... Pretty good. A party favorite. 

Red, White, and Blue, likewise by Pabst, sucks worse than Extra Light. A criminal 
brew. You can get a six in Milwaukee for less than 90e! if you know where to go, and 
it's not worth that much, (in the Beer City, US beers generally cost between ".1.10 
and 32.25 a six pack. Nothing, not imported beer or anythin g. will cost you over ?3 
a six pack. Here in D.C. I was disgusted to find that Beck's Beer, one of my favorites, 
cost $4»25 for a six pack) Thin, tasteless, weak. Not worth pissing it out. 

Schlitz Beer is an average beer. Allegedly "the beer that made Milwaukee famous", 
that label was first going to by used by Pabst, who sold it. Some friends of mine go 
hog wild over it, but I don't drink it too much. 

Schlitz Lite is horrible. I detect all light beers (not light beers, but Ihose 
advertised as such). Screw the calories, I'd like some taste for a change. 

Schlitz Malt Liquor is great, if you're into Malt Liquor. Puts Heilman's Colt 
to shame. The Joseph Schlitz Brewing Company is to be congratulated heartily for this 
one. 

Erlanger 3eer, brewed and bottled by Schlitz, is one of my very favorite American- 
brewed beers. I was one of the smart people pushing the stuff avidly three years ago, 
before the company really took off. Thick, smooth, just the right hint of malt, 
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perfectly balanced taste. Goes down good. Buy it by the case — you won't be disappointed. 

Old Milwaukee Beer, also by Schlitz, isn't anywhere near what the rest of Schlitz 
puts out. You can buy it for less than 34 a case in Milwaukee. Guess how good it is? 

Miller High Life, "The Champagne of 3eers", doesn't live up to its nickname, but 
isn't bad either. Crisp light beer. Underestimated by many. 

Miller Light sucks. Toilet water is cheaper and tastes better. Drop it. 

LOwenbrSu is brewed and bottled by Miller as well. Back in Germany, LoVenbrSu 
is damn good, and was just as good when it was being imported to the States. Then Miller 
got its hands on it and screwed it up. It's still as good or better than many U.S. brands 
but to call it a German beer is an insult to the 3.R.D. ( ( Bundesrepublik Deutschland) ) 

LOwenbrSu Dark is marginally better than the lighter stuff. Goes down easily, 
smoothly. Enjoyable. 

Did I forget Natural Light somewhere up on the list? You know what I think of 
Natural Light and other Lite beers already, so skip it. 

((At this point I'd like to inject a note from Konrad that did not appear in the 
original review, but was in response to an inquiry of mine:)) 

"31a tz is one I forgot in the article — HQ is Milwaukee. I don't drink it that often, 
which is probably why I forgot it, but it is a good, solid brew — not bad, though I'm not 
overly impressed by it either." 

May as well auit at this stage of the game, due mainly to space considerations. 
We're not even done with the big brewing concerns mentioned above, and haven't even 
begun looking at the many smaller local breweries emanating from Milwaukee, th-- suburbs, 
and the multitude of upstate Wisconsin breweries. To attack merely the upstaters is 
virtually impossible, since there are so many I can't even keep most of them in mind. 
For instance, even a relatively small local affair, such as the Joseph Huber Brewing 
Company, probably best known for Rheinlander r -;eer, brews four or five brands of lesser 
stature. It becomes more of a contest for me to keep all the beers in mind, and then 
trying to remember what I think of all of them. (The Monroe and Steven's Point beers are 
something else! ) 

There's only one major beer brewery that doesn't have its Headquarters in Milwaukee, 
the Heilman outfit, quite an outfit indeed. 

Some other time maybe 1*11 hit imported beers, one country at a time (Norway, 
Denmark, Ireland, Germany, Holland, Czechoslovakia, etc, and all the joke beers — 
Taiwan, mainland Chiana, New Zealand, Australia, etc — same oth r time.) 

The research is the best part, believe me. 

((I'd like to thank Konrad for permission to run this, as it is the type of feature I 
enjoy having to spruce this zeen up with. The review brings a couple of questions to 
mind though, regarding the HQ note at the end. I think Budweiser is nationally known, 
and it's HQ is traditionally St Louis (Anheiser Busch; 3usch Gardens and all that...) 
Then too, for those of you familiar with the western half of the US, Coors is fairly 
big, with HQ in the Denver area ("brewed with Rocky Mountain spring water"). Coors to 
the rest of you is perhaps better known as being the cargo Burt Reynolds was hauling 
from Texarkana eastwards (illegally) in "Smokey and the Bandit". I can't tell you what 
I think of them, because I can't drink much more than a half a glaas of beer myself, 
and that only slowly. Beer seems too much like just sour salt water to me, but as usual, 
mine is a minority opinion. 

Speaking of Smokey & the Bandit, we made the mistake of seeing Part II a couple 
of weeks back. Good thing we only paid SI. 2 5 each to get in; it was barely worth that. 
I recommend you skip it. On the other hand, "Every which way you can", the second in 
that Clint Eastwood* series, probably is worth its fare. The comedy in the motorcycle 
gang goes a little too far — too overdone to really be funny — but the rest of it is 
passable. The dumb pale blonde is just a background piece despite the previews, so 
have no fear on that count. I wouldn't get excited over it by a long shot, but compared 
to most, it is worth seeing. Smokey II is just too dumb to wate your time on.))
